And, 
please, Alessandro, charge me whatever it 
costs.” Then he and a bodyguard headed 
back to his waiting Ford Focus. "WhaFs so 
strange?” he asked, stopping for a few pho- 
tos. "Where else do you go for new glasses 
except the optician?” 

But if the leader of the Catholic Church 
was surprised by the uproar his little shop- 
ping trip produced, wait until this regular- 
guy pontiff sees the fuss more than 2 
million fans will make when he touches 
down Sept. 22 for his first-ever visit to the 
United States. Excitement over Francis’s 
six-day swing through Washington, D.C., 
New York and Philadelphia stretches from 
the White House (President Obama has 
told aides he wants to be at the airport for 
Francis’s arrival) to late-night TV ("Pope 
Hope,” Stephen Colbert calls him; "More 
like Pope Fran-TASTIC!” says Jimmy 
Kimmel), to Philly’s Curran-Fromhold 
prison, where inmates and guards are 
working on a hand-carved chair for his 
Sept. 27 visit. Debby Fireman, one of doz- 
ens of Philadelphia entrepreneurs offering 
papal-visit souvenirs, says Francis, who 
was elected in 2013, is unlike any of the 
265 men who wore the papal miter before 
him: "People are starved for this Pope’s 
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talk of love and acceptance ” 

The former Argentine ''street priest” 
known as Jorge Mario Bergoglio developed 
his inclusive philosophy while ministering 
in the darkest corners of Buenos Aires. As 
Pope, he has prioritized the poor, refused 
the imperial trappings of the Vatican and 
radically softened the Church’s tone on 
everything from homosexuality ("Who am 
I to judge?” he asks) to abortion (Women 
should be forgiven their "agonizing and 
painful decision,” as 
long as the they are 
contrite, he says). 

Some conservatives 
recoil, but at Washing- 
ton, D.C.’s St. Patrick’s 
Church, where Francis 
will meet the homeless 
served by Catholic 
Charities, Msgr. Sal 
Criscuolo hears 
echoes of Jesus. "Francis is living Christ’s 
life and example,” the monsignor says. Or, 
as Fireman puts it, "he really is the peo- 
ple’s Pope, and that’s why people are com- 
ing in throngs to try to be near him.” 

People like Noel Zemborain, who set off 
with her family of six in their Volkswagen 
microbus in MdiYoh—fromArgentina—on a 
13,000-mile road trip to Philadelphia. They 
won’t get a selfie with His Holiness: They’ll 
be among the some 1.5 million attendees at 
his World Meeting of Families Mass on 
Sept. 27. But it’s enough. "We are very fond 
of Pope Francis,” Zemborain, 39, told Peo- 
ple. "He’s someone you could imagine being 
with in a bar and talking to like a friend.”

When Francis appointed Konrad Krajewski to run his personal 
office of charity, the Polish archbishop says he was told, “You can

As the desk goes, so goes the traditional stodginess of 
Church hierarchy. Whether he’s clowning with charity workers 
(above), washing the feet of prison inmates, cradling the 
suffering or cold-calling those who write him despairing letters, 

Francis practices the human connection he preaches— and with a ^ 

warm ease. He invites strangers to use “tu,” the informal “you” in ^ 

Italian, insisting, “You and I are friends now.” After Diego Neria 
Lejarraga, a transgender Spanish man denounced as “daughter ; 
of the devil” by his parish priest, wrote of his shaken faith,

long talk. “I thought God had forgotten me, but Francis fixed it,” 
says Neria. “If there is an embodiment of Jesus, it is Francis.”

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S he’s a supermodel who has 
graced countless maga- 
zine covers and launched 
multiple television shows 
as a self-made media mag- 
nate, but Tyra Banks still 
has insecurities.

figure in 2007. Now, with a new syndi- 
cated talk show, Tyra Presents the FA- 
BLife, and her direct- selling cosmetics 
line, Tyra Beauty, Banks, 41, is hoping 
to impart some of that attitude to her 
fans. "I want women to be in control of 
themselves,” says Banks. "I want them 
to say, 'I want to be a boss,’ without feel- 


ing like they’re being too ambitious.” 
And when it comes to self-image. Banks 
is firmly on the side of do what makes 
you feel good. Stripping off her own 
makeup to pose au naturel for People, 
the former cover girl, who hasn’t done 
"any age stuff yet,” says she’s nonethe- 
less supportive of women who do. "Nat- 
ural beauty is unfair,” she says. "To me, 
cosmetics, weaves, plastic surgery, 
they’re all just leveling the playing field.” 

Banks’s own journey to self-empow- 
erment began with her mother, Carolyn 
London, who "restrategized” her daugh- 
ter’s career after a 20-year- 
old Banks was told she was 
too heavy for high fashion. 

"My mom took me for pizza, 
and she told me, 'You are a 
product,”’ Banks recalls.

For the budding 
star, it was a freeing moment: "When I 
would gain weight and I had a big Victo- 
ria’s Secret shoot, I was like, 'Yes. I ate 
burgers for two months and my ass is 10 
lbs. heavier,’ ” says Banks. "I’d just teU my 
hairdresser to tease up my hair, because 
that would make my booty look smaller.”

After she transitioned away from mod- 
eling with her own talk show and Top 
Model, Banks says, her mother inspired 
her to create Tyra Beauty, a line that 
encourages women to attain 
financial control. "My mom 
stayed in a marriage because 
she didn’t have the power or 
the money [to leave],” says 
Banks. "That’s deeply 
ingrained in me, and it’s why 
I wanted to start a company 
that is direct selling, so 
women can make money and 
have that freedom.” Says 
London: "Tyra has had razor-sharp 
focus her whole life, but she’s on a mis- 
sion for others, and not just for herself.

You may be affected by a class action lawsuit 
claiming that Caribbean Cruise Line, Inc., Vacation 
Ownership Marketing Tours, Inc., The Berkley Group, 
Inc., Economic Strategy Group, Economic Strategy 
Group, Inc., and Economic Strategy Group, EEC (the 
“Defendants”) marketed timeshares and vacation 
packages through automated survey calls purporting 
to offer a free cruise in exchange for taking a public 
opinion and/or political survey. The lawsuit claims that 
this conduct violated the federal Telephone Consumer 
Protection Act (the “TCPA”) because consumers did 
not consent to receive these calls. Defendants deny that 
they made, or are liable for the calls. The Court has not 
decided who is right. If the case is not resolved through 
legal motions or settled, the lawyers for the Classes will 
have to prove their claims at a trial. 

Am I part of one of the Classes? You may be a Class 
Member if you received an automated telephone call 
(i.e., a call containing a prerecorded message that used 
a robotic voice) between August 2011 and August 2012 
made by, on behalf, or for the benefit of Defendants 
that offered a free cruise in exchange for taking an 
automated public opinion and/or political survey. You 
may need to have or obtain records of the calls in order 
to establish that you are a Class Member. You may 
obtain records of calls from your telephone carriers.

What are the Plaintiffs asking for? The Plaintiffs are 
asking the Court to award each Class Member monetary 
damages of $500 per automated survey call, or $1500 
per call per Class member if Defendants “knowingly” or 
“willfully” violated the TCPA. Plaintiffs are also asking 
the Court to enter an order prohibiting the Defendants 
from making unsolicited automated survey calls in 
violation of the TCPA in the future. 

What are my rights & options? You have a choice 
about whether to continue to be a potential class member 
or ask to be excluded. By doing nothing, you are staying 
in the Classes, and you could potentially recover, if 
you are able to meet the criteria outlined above. If 
the Plaintiffs obtain money or benefits, from any trial 
or settlement, you will be notified about how to apply 
for a share and about any rights you have at that time. 
Regardless of whether the Plaintiffs win or lose the legal 
motions or trial, you will not be able to sue or continue to 
sue the Defendants for unsolicited automated calls made 
between August 2011 and August 2012 that involved 
a political and/or public opinion survey.

Beck Weathers took his place alongside his wife, Peach, and actor Josh Brolin, who por- 
trays him in the new drama. ''Going to a Hollywood premiere is one more thing I can 
cross off my bucket list!” Weathers, 68, tells People. His list is more formidable than most: 
In 1996 the Dallas pathologist was among the 11 climbers on Mt. Everest whose disas- 
trous journey would be immortalized in Jon Krakauer’s 1997 bestseller Into Thin Air. 
(Eight climbers died.) "It was the image of my wife and children that drove me to my 
feet,” says the father of two, who was in a hypothermic coma when rescuers reached him 
"and woke me after 15 hours of being frozen facedown in the ice.” Weathers lost his 
hands and nose to frostbite and underwent more than 10 reconstructive surgeries in the 
years that followed. Prior to Everest the adrenaline junkie— who now travels as a moti- 
vational speaker— was suffering from depression and his marriage was in trouble. But 
the climb changed all that. "When I returned home, I made a conscious decision to find 
little things to appreciate that I would not have been able to had I not struggled back to 
life,” he says. In May he and Peach, 66, celebrated their 39th anniversary, and with a new 
granddaughter in the family. Weathers says, "life just keeps getting better.” -mia McNIECE

G rowing up, Eva Gutowski 
didn’t have to worry 
much about money. But

noticing that more than just her 
friends were watching, she decided 
to go all in on her YouTube channel 
MyLifeAsEva. "People told me I was 
insane,” she says of quitting her job 
at a pizza place to begin producing 
as many beauty, comedy and music 
videos as she could (see sidebar). 

The gamble paid off: She’s been 
on the site for less than three years, 
but Gutowski, 21, has amassed more 
than 4 million subscribers; stars 


in the new, lightly 
scripted YouTube 
series How to Survive 
High School; and is 
currently on the 20-city 
Girls’ Night In tour. 
Gutowski considers 
herself "fortunate” to reap the 
rewards other success (she now lives 
in her own two-bedroom apartment, 
something she "never thought” she’d 
do while still in college), but she’s 
most grateful that she’s able to sup- 
port her 16-year-old sister Maya’s 
artistic extracurriculars with the 
excess income Gutowski didn’t have 
herself as a high school student. "I’m 
[proof] you don’t need to come from 
a privileged situation to have a posi- 
tive outcome in your life,” she says. 
"If you really want something, you 
just have to promise yourself that 
you won’t stop until it happens.” •

AS AGIRL WATCHING HERSINGLE MOTHER sell arts and 
crafts to tourists coming off of cruise ships in St. Croix, 
Mona Scott-Young, 48, saw entrepreneurship firsthand. 
''She worked around the clock,” recalls Scott-Young. "She 
did it all on her own.” Now CEO of the $30 million multi- 
media company Monami Entertainment (whose brands 
include VHEs Love & Hip Hop and MYX spirits), she 
uses that life lesson daily: "I still have the fire in my belly.” 


A Mother’s Determination 

Scott-Young’s father died when 
she was 9, leaving her mother, 
Jeanine Ridore, to care for the 
family. Although she couldn’t read 
or write, Ridore still found a way 
to send her daughter to private 
school in New York City— by 
working on its cleaning staff. “She 
managed to do things with none 
of the resources other parents 
had,” says Scott-Young. “She 
always said, ‘Be better than I am.’ ” 

Starting Out 

After high school Scott-Young 
was living on her own and helping 
her mother pay bills, so college 
wasn’t an option. A part-time job 
at Radio City Music Hall inspired 
her to enroll in dance classes, 
where she met a group of women 
involved in artist development 
and choreography. They hired 
her to manage a hip-hop group, 
and soon she was in business as 
a talent manager. “I hung a 
shingle outside the basement 
of a residential building,” she 
says, “and that was the 
beginning of my career.” 


Creating an Empire 

As her client roster grew to 
include stars such as Busta 
Rhymes, Missy Elliott, 50 Cent 
and LL Cool J, Scott-Young 
took her mother’s “work around 
the clock” ethic to heart, 
devising ways to build her 
clients’ brands beyond music 
and into television, publishing 
and other businesses. Her latest 
project: founding the wine 
brand MYX Fusions Moscato 
with rapper Nicki Minaj. “I’m 
not afraid to try,” she says, 

“even if I fall flat on my face.” 

Live and Learn 

Knowing your business from 
the ground up is paramount 
to success, says Scott-Young. 

“I spent nights at the studio 
understanding what the 
engineer does versus the 
producer because I need to be 
able to quantify that.” And the 
married mother of two says she’s 
not ready to slow down now:

Roberts showed her apprecia- 
tion by hosting teas and picnics for the 
surviving victims and their mothers. 
And she began making weekly visits 
to the most seriously injured girl.

WHAT IS THIS NOTICE ABOUT? A lawsuit is pending in 
the United States District Court, Northern District of California,

X n 2006 Lloyd Goldston and his 
family were packing up to move 
from Memphis to Lacey’s 
Spring, Ala., when their 
8-month-old boxer mix Boozer 
went missing. ''He was a little upset by all 
the activity, I think, and he ran off,” says 
Goldston.
